Trouble Fur AaparaicuB Grower*. 


Danger to tho a.sparugus iudustay b; 


rust is feared by growers more this yea 
than ever. According to The New E 
land Homestead, experience at Concord 
Mass., and other centers of commercial 
asparagus culture shows that where the 
nut was serious last summer the crop 
thig year is inferior in size and quality, 
end similar reports come from Long Is- 
land ando^Iew Jersey. Experience shows 
that the recommendation to cut off uud 
barn the rusted tops during summer 
may be a "remedy" \vorse than the dis- 
eaae. At Concord fields that were thus 
cut off and burned last August made 
very little growth this spring and were 
hardly worth cutting. To thus mow 
down the tops while green and full of 
•ap seems to cause a bleeding of the 
stalks and weakening of the roots that 
is almost fatal. On the other hand, as- 
paragus beds that were badly rusted last 
fall, but were allowed to stand, sent out 
new shoots -which made quite a growth 
before frost. Such beds seem to have 
partially preserved their vigor, although 


• even when -well manured they showed 
m much lighter yield than beds that 
, were not rusted.

Washington. Aug. 8.—Spain's answer 


to tile demands of the l*nit'-d States is 
now on the way to Washington, but it is 
(joining with a slowness almost painful 
in view of the earnest deshe to know 
whether the acceptance is complete or 
MU'iiifled. 
There are no less than live 


translations, four of them in cipher, In 
the transmission between Madrid and 
Washington. 


After the Spnnish cabinet meeting last 


night th*? response was reduced to the 
.Spnn'sh cipher and then sent to the 
Spanish minister at J'aris. Scnor bcon 
Castillo, by whom It wiiu tu be deciphered 
and translated into French, after which 


Castillo would deliver It to the 
i foreign oflicf iu be reduced to the 


French cipher, for transmission to the 
French ambassador here. These moves. 
Including work on the cipher code, and 
time ri iiulred for cabling, w ill take eigfu 
or ten hours. 


Under the circumstances the impres- 


sion prevailed in all ollieial quarters up 
to midday, that the response, would not 
be placed in the hands of the president 
until iiiiite late today at the earliest, and 
more likely not before tomorrow. 


The press advices from Madrid indi- 


cate that the response Is a document of 
eorisld'rable length, prepared with la- 
borious rare, and that it has several fea- 
tures which may not appear In the con- 
ditions presented by the United States. 
Whether nil acceptance of this charac- 
ter 
v. ill be regarded by the authorities 


hen- as snllit lenily responsive to the 
American demands, is a matter excit • 
ing much con jet-tine today. 


In some quarters

that, so long as Spain aeepls, the essen- 
tial principle required by the United 
States, the disposition here w i l l he to 
iieal with tl.e defeated enemy in a gen- 
erous spirit on minor details. Hisproh- 
able t h a t this \ \ i l l lie the view presented 
by the Frem h ambassador in case the 
Spanish re].l\ is in.I a simple, e.ilegorlcal 
acceptance of the.American terms. 


On the other hand, it is believed that 


a response u bieh opens up diplomatic 
controversy and gives tin- conditions n 
much broader scopr than as originally 
framed al Washington, may not meet 
w i t h much approval here. For instance 
the Madrid advices seem to imply that 
the answer is ha'-'cd on an immediate 
cessation of hostilities, but the view 
among officials here i.s that hostilities 
will not ce;.,s>- nn the submission of a 
conditional response, but that they will 
progress steadily until 
the American 


conditions progress entirely beyond the 
stage of possible diplomatic cutnplica 
tion over details.

reachid Washington of a recent procla- 
mation of amnesty, in which General 
lilaneo has made known to the Spanish 
people of Cuba that Spain had, through 
the inti rvention of foreign powers, been 
forced to the disgraceful isue of sunijj 
for peace, and that there would be no | 
more war and no further use for sol- 
diers. 


He offered a pardon to all Cuban po- 


litical prisoners, and over 150 were re- 
leased in Havana. 


In explaining Spain's defeat in his 


proclamation, Blanco informs his cred- 
ulous readers that Spain, having suf- 
fered so much in the present war, could 
not resist the interference of the for- 
eign powers, and go to war with all 
countries at once, so she was compelled 
to sue for peace. 


Havana, he says, will be given over 


to Americans and Cubans, and Span- 
iards will be forced to evacuate. lie as- 
sures the soldiers and all Spanish resi- 
dents who wish to return to Spain or go 
to other Spanish possessions that free 
transportation willl be given them by 
their mother country to their destina- 
tion, and they will be protected from in- 
terference on the part of either Cubans 
or Americans.
